A railroad robbery almost as dramatic as that 
at Adair, Iowa, last year, was committed on 
Saturday at Gail's Hill, on the Iron Mountain 
Road, in Missouri. As in that case, the robbers 
were masked and heavily armed, and plundered 
the mail, the express car, and the passengers 
and officials of the road. They did 
not, as at Adair, endanger the safety 
of the train by removing a rail, but 
switched it on to aside-track. The total amount 
of booty was about $2,300, besides gold watches 


of Gad’s Hill who stood by and saw the outrage 
committed are said to be preparing to follow up 
the robbers, who will be well out of the way by 
the time they get réady. The inquiry will at 
once be suggested whether this is not the same 
gang that appeared at Adair, and was tracked 
down into Missouri; but it is not likely to be an- 
swered, as the latter were not caught, and the 
former are not likely to be. 


So far. forty-eight Parliamentary elections 
have been held in England, and the Conserva- 
tives have carried twenty-cight of them. Eight 
districts, which were represented by Liberals in 
the Parliament just dissolved, have gone over to 
Disraeli’s party. The Liberals have unseated 
only one Conservative member. These returns 
make the success of Gladstone’s move more & 
matter of doubt than ut seemed at first: The 
bold Britons are exerciging their electoral privi- 
leges in their usual free and riotous way, which 
would not be tolerated in the lowest 
purlieus of any city in this country. At 
Tower Hamlets, the Conservatives broke in upon 
the Liberal meeting, and the fighting that en- 
sued compelled Mr. Ayrton to stop speaking 
mere than once.

Their 
attorpeys and the State’s Attorney agreed upon 
the facts,and submitted the question to the 
Criminal Court. The attorneys for the firm in- 
sisted that the law Was unconstitutional. The 
Court here decided that the law was constitu- 
tional, and imposed a fine upon the firm. They 
took the case to the Supreme Court, and there 
urged the unconstitutionality of the law as be- 
low. The Supreme Court naving affirmed the 
judgment of the Oriminal Court, the présump- 
tion is that the Warehouse law has been sus- 
tained, and that, henceforth, warehousemen of 
Clase A will be obliged to take ont a license and 
give a bond before they can do business.

2 — GRAB-LAW. 


On Friday there was a most insidious bill in- 
troduced in the Legislature which ought to be 
closely watched. We have already called atten- 
tion to the fact that, under the infamous law of 
1869, $13,500,000 ef debt has been contracted by 
various municipal corporations in the State, 
and that under that law, and u nder the opera- 
tions of the State Auditor’s office, the payment 
of the principal and interest of that debt has 
been transferred to the other parts of the State 
owing none of the debt. The State officers, 
under this act of 1869, have been made brokers 
between the principals in the bonds and the 
bondholders. As from one-tenth to one-twelfth 
of the principal of these bonds will be collected 
in the shape of State taxation this year, 
in addition to the interest, there is 2 
scramble among the parties as to the disposition 
to be made of it. The Treasurer, under the law 
of 1869, is authorised to purchase these bonds at 
not over par; the bondholders, considering that 
® majority of the bonds are fraudulent, will 
gladly accept that sum, and will probably be 
willing to allow a handsome commiesion for the 
purchase. Some of the county officers, however, 
have a desire to handle this money, and there- 
fore they insist that it shall remain in the 
Treasury subject to their order, to be expended 
as they may direct. For instance, if the Super- 
visors, or county bosses, can purchase some 


of these bonds at 40 to 60 cents on the dollar, 


then they can direct the Treasurer to purchase 
those particular bonds at par, and the County 
Ring may ebare the profita of the transaction. 
The bill introduced on Friday by Mr. Glenn pro- 
poses to offer the funds raised by taxes each year 
for this purpose at auction; that is to say, the 
State Treasurer shall sell the same to whoever 
will offer the highest amount in bonds therefor. 

The objection to this bill is that it recognizes 
the validity of and re-enacts the law of 1869, 
It makes the State officers the agent for the 
collection of principal and interest of every 
swindling bond stolen from the people of every 
village and town in the State. It has never been 
pretended that the law of 1869 was sanctiqned 
by the Constitution of 1870; on the contrary, 
that Constitution, in various clauses, puts a veto 
upon the fraud. This bill, therefore, by impli- 
cation, proposes to re-enact the law of 1869, 
which has no validity whatever, save under the 
assumption that it was a contract " lawful at 
that time. If this bili can be lawfully passed, 
then the next thing will be an act extending the 
act of 1869 for ten or twenty years after its 
expiration. 

Waiving all question as to the validity of the 
act of 1869 under any Constitution, all proceed- 
ings by the State officers in paying out any 
money received from taxes for State purposes 
for any other purpose, or without an express ap- 
propriation by law, is proubited. Here is what 
the Constitution says : 

The State shall never pay, assume, or become re- 
sponsible for the debts or liabilities of, or in any man- 
ner give, loan, or expend its credit to, or in aid of, any 
public or other corporation, association, or individual, 
(See. 20, Art. 4.) 

The General Assembly shall have no power to release 
or discharge any county, city, township, town, or dis- 
trict whatever, or the inhsbitants thereof, ofthe prop- 
erty therein, from their or its proportionate share of 
taxes to be levied for State purposes ; nor shall com- 
mutation for taxes be authorised in Any form what- 
ever, (Sec. 6, Art. 9.) 

All taxes levied for State purposes shall be paid inte 
the State Treasury, (Sec. 7, Art. 9.) 

No money shall be drawn from the Treasury except 
tm pursuance of an appropristéon made by lav, and on 
the presentation of s warrant issued by the Auditor 
thereon. ~ (Gea, 17, Art. 4.) 

The Legislature of 1874 has nothing to do 
with the dead acts of ita predecessors, except to 
repeal them. It has no power under the Con- 
stitution to direct the Treasurer to pay any 
money out of the State Treasury, collected as 
State taxes, to pay any debt saye a debt due by 
the State. We trust that there is respect enough 
left for the Constitution to let the law of 1869 
stand as it is before the courte, without attempt- 
ing to give it new life against the prohibitions 
of the Constitution,

The San Francisco Bulletin thinks it has un- 
earthed a plot of the Central Pacific Ring. The 
stock of the Company amounts to $54,000,000, 
all of which, except about $500,000 worth, is in 
the hands of the Ring. Of course it has never 
been paid for, asthe Government grants and 
the first-mortgage bonds built the road. As the 
Company professes itself unable te pay the in- 
terest due on the Government loan, it is difficult 
to see how it can pay the recently-announced 
“ $ per cent semi-annual dividends in gold” on 
ite stock. But as such a dividend would involve 
a payment of only $15,000 to bona fide stock-

If Gen. Grant seriously contemplates a break 
with Congress, Congress, on ite part, does not 
seem to be anxious to avoid the issue. Mr. 
Carpenter's late two-days’ speech is one of the 
symptoms of this feeling. The denunciation of 
the Louisiana iniquities was in reality an attack 
on the President, however much Mr. Carpenter 
may have disclaimed such insubordination. Mr. 
Carpenter's position in the last Congress on 
the Louisiana question shows that he could 
have allowed matters to go on as they 
are without any very serious pangs; and 
it is fair, therefore, to assume that his new de- 
parture has been suggested by the belief that 
party discipline is nearly played out, at least in 
Wisconsin. This fact, taken in connection with 
the recent act of treason committed by the New 
York Times, and the unaccustomed boldness of 
the Republicans in Congress in rejecting two of 
Gen. Grant's nominations for Chief-Justice, in- 
dicates thst~trouble is brewing. Perhaps, as 
Gen. Grant thinks that he cannot be re-elected 
if he carries the weight of the present leaders 
of his party, the party leaders also think that 
they can never again succeed if they attempt to 
carry Gen. Grant. Probably both are right. 

If the breach comes, as now seems not un- 
likely, the Civil-Service stipendiaries of the 
country will generally side with Grant.. The 
only hope of the present office-holders is his re- 
election. They are more essentially his per- 
sonal retainers than servants of the party. Not 
one of them would be left, from the Secretary 
of State down to a Pension Agent, if the Con- 
gressional malcontents should succeed. They are 
forced by personal interests, as well as inclined 
by habit, to side with the President 
in such a misunderstanding: The situation, if 
it ever comes to this, will be an interesting one. 
It will lead to a greater division of parties than 
has been expected, and Presidential candidates. 
in the next election will be as numerous as 
Richmonds on Bosworth field. All of which 
will be in the interest of the people as opposed 
to the interests of barnacle politicians. 

THE ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 

The further continuance of the session of the 
Illinois Legislature is am outrage upon the peo- 
ple of the State. That body has already 
passed resolutions and sent them to Washington, 
denouncing the action of Congress in voting the 
members extra pay. The Constitution of Ul- 
nois provides that the Legislature shall meet 
only once in two years, which provision the pres- 
ent Legislature evaded by a trick of taking a re- 
cess from May, 1873, to January, 1874. There is 
no business for the Legislature to do requiring 
this extraordinary session. The cost of the Leg- 
islatare is at the rate of $1,500 per day. The 
.Legislature, therefore, is merely spend- 
mg that much money without rendering 
any service to the State. For a session 
of ordinary length, each man costs the 
State about $900, not including the damage he 
may do by vicious and unnecessary legislation. 
The Legislature has now been in session thirty 
days, and has consumed $45,000 of public money. 
The members have done nothing and really have 
nothing todo. They are only running the ses- 
sion in their own individual interests. Its 
further continuance is a fraud—it is salary grab- 
bing equally unprincipled with that committed 
at Washington. Let the yeas andnays be called 
at least three times a week in each House on a 
motion to adjourn sine die, and let the people 
know the names of those who desire to have 
their board-bills paid out of the State Treasury 


Gov. Carpenter, of Iowa, in his recent Inaug- 
ural, makes a statement (borrowed from another 
source) to the effect that the tariff on iron ap- 
plied to the business of the New York Central 
Railroad would make the additional charge on a 
bushel of wheat from Chicago to New York of 
only one cent and one hundred and eighty-eight 
thousandths of a cent on accountof the tariff, 
and that, therefore, the tariff will never ruin the 
Western farmer. This is one of many instances 
in which, either through ignorance or willful- 
ness, figures which are true in a particular appli- 
cation are made to falsify general facta. 

The freight business of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad is so enormous that obviously 
the extra cost of iron caused by the tariff 
can have but a very slight effect on each 
bushel of grain carried, but the farmers of Iowa 
and Illinois have. primarily to do with the rail- 
roads in their respective States, and when the 
tariff is applied to the business of these roads, 
especially to those more recently built, the result 
will be found far different. On looking over the 
report of the Illinois Railroad Commissioners for 
1872, amongst the classified roads we find that 
ture are twelve whose total mileage is 1,363 
miles, and whose freight business for the 12 
months, after adding a proportionate difference 
in the case of four roads whose éarning, are only 
given for a part of the year, amounted to 62, 612, 
680. Now the additional cost of the iron caused 
by the tariff for these “twelve roads, 
reckoning the duty at $9 per ton gold,—88 tons 
to the mile, and gold at 120,—would be $1,2965,- 
8956. The interest on this original investment 
cannot be set down at lees than 8 per cent, and 
the life of the rails, say eight years, would la-

In her statement, after completely exonegat- 
ing her husband from any charge of embezzie- 
ment, and pronouncing him an honorable, honest 
man, she states that his only fault was his un- 
faithfulness to his marriage vow. Having dis- 
covered that she had a rival in his affections, and 
fearing that he might elope with her, she hit 
upon this charge of embezzlement as a means of 
preventing it. Mr. Renaud, therefore, has jump- 
ed out of the frying-pan into the fre. He has 
escaped the charge of financial dishonesty only 
to find himself confronted with the equally 
odious charge of domestic dishonesty, and the 
sentiment of the community, which had béep one 
of admiration forhim as an humanitarian, may 
now be changed to detestation of his lack of hu- 
maaity at home.

THE BOSTON SCHOOL-BOARD TROUBLE. 

The School-Commitiee woman question in 
Boston is beginning to assume a character very 
general in its bearing, and from an issue of 
merely local importance has grown inte ene 


the discussion of woman's rights, and of more 
than ordinary importance in « legal point of 
view. The history of the case is briefly as fol- 
lows: At the lest municipal election, five ladies 
were elected to agate on the School Board, for 
the firat time in the history of the city. One of 
the nuimber, Mrs. Badger, s highty-cultivated 
lady, who has been immortalized in Hawthorne’s 
“Marble, Faun as Hilda, has become insane 
sincé the election, and, as will be remembered, 
mysteriously disappeared. Her husband having 
withdrawn her name entirely, the contest is now 
confined to the four. Although these ladies 
were elected by large majorities, and virtually 
without a struggle, a very strong opposition was 
organized against them after the election. The 
press of Boston and a majority of the peo- 
ple espoused theif cause, but the opposition, 
reinforced by the City Solicitor, who gave his 
opinion that it was unconstitutional for them to 
serve, grew very formidable, and, as the time for 
their qualification drew near, the discussion in 
the School Board became very hot and personal. 

In all these discussions, however, no question 
was raised as to the abilities of the ladies to fill 
the place. They were ladies who were not 
only themselves, but had 
| devoted their lives t the education of 
others, and had displayed executive abili- 
ties of no mean order in the conduct of 
schools and seminaries. The opposition was 
based purely upon the legal aspects of the case. 
The day for qualification having arrived, the 
tour ladies presented themselves, and after s 
long discussion the question was put to vote in 
the School Board, resulting im the declaration 
that the seats were vacant by a vote of 47 to 46, 
The result would have been more decisive had 
not the four ladies themselves, by a stretch of 
parliamentary etiquette, been allowed to cast 
their votes, which they did in the negative. The 
closeness of the vote has only served to keep 
alive the excitement, and the dispatches in our 
last issue give accounts of meetings held in the 
wards where the ladies reside, at which resolu- 
tions were passed protesting against the action 
of the School Board, and appointing com- 
mittees to secure & reconsideration of the 
vote, and thus restore the ladies te the seats 
from which they have been ousted. This, how- 
ever, will not settle the question definitely. The 
issue now is in such a shape that the Supreme 
Court will have to give its decision. If the vote 
should not be reconsidered, and this is highly 
probable, as many ef the Board who are person- 
ally in favor of giving the seats to the ladies 
voted in the negative because they were in 
doubt as to the constitutionality of the pro- 
ceeding, then the ladies’ frienda will carry the 
matter to the Supreme Court. If the Board 
should reconsider its action and give the seats to 
the ladies, then their opponents in the Board 
will certainly apply for an injunction until such 
time ae the Supreme Court can define the law in 
the case. 

Tne action of the Supreme Court will, there- 
fore, be awaited with very general interest. 
Outside of the purely constitational merits of 
the question, there is hardly room for cavil as to

We have received the constitution of the 
Order of the Sovereigns of Industry, the by- 
laws of its National Council, and « circular 
issued by it, and addressed to “the industrial 
classs; the mechanics and workingmen and 
women everywhere.” ‘ 

The organization of the Order resembles that 
of the Patrons of Husbandry. Members of the 
Subordinate Councils take the degree of Jour- 
neyman ; members of the National Council take 
the degree of Artisan; and members of the 
Supreme Council, which will not be instituted 
till January, 1875, will be Craftemen. The Su- 
preme Council is to be the court of last resort. 
The executive power is lodged with an Execu- 
tive Council of seven men. Ite present mem- 
bers all come from Massachusetts, but this is 
not strange, since there are ss yet but 
three’ subordinate Councils, —in ‘Worcester, 
Springfield, and New York City. The objects of 
the Order are roughly stated as the elevation of 
the industrial classes. It is open to “ any per- 
son engaged in industrial pursuits, of the age of 
16 yeags, of good character.” Kt is a significant 
rule that says: No political or religious tests of 
membership shall be allowed.” The political pur- 
poses of the Order are avowed. It declares itself 
to be in league with the Patrons of Husbandry. 
The circular says: The Granges have saved 
millions of dollars to the But, since 
the Grange admits only those who are interested 
in agricultural pursuits, it has been found neces- 
sary to institute a new Order that shall welcome 
to its membership all classes of laboring men and 
women. And this Order will save to ifs members 
also millions of dollars. It is, and will con- 
tinue to be, in thorough sympathy and hearty 
co-operation with the Patrons of Husbandry, 
both being parts of one great whole, whose des- 
tiny is to work outa better future for the in- 
dustrial classes of this country. The times are 
mpe for the movement. You have but to com- 
bine, workingmen and women! and « great and 
immediate benefit is yours.” Whether or not 
this movement ean unite the workingmen as 
thoroughly as the Grange has united the farm-

THE TREMONDOF OLD.
